For two and one-half months we had 
lived in mortal terror, dreading the terrible 
day when we were to enter the institution. 
Spine-chilling tales of the horrible evils 
which lay in store for us had been told us 
by the inmates. At last came that lamen- 
table day... we, the Class of 1946, were to 
enter high school. 

We tried to conceal our trembling hands 
and knocking knees as we despondently 
made our way through the maze of corri- 
dors. We became bolder and more con- 
fident as we found that the marshals were 
friends indeed and ever helpful in answer- 
ing our shy and bewildered questions. 
While we discovered the thrill of leaving 
school an hour early and the hardships of 
the C lunch in a chairless lunchroom, many 
of the lordly seniors and juniors looked 
down at us as though we were peculiar 
forms of insect life. It was a week or two 
before we learned that if one were clever 
enough to avoid homework (and we soon 
became very clever at that), life at F. H.S. 
was fun. 

We didn’t lift our voices above a whis- 
per until the middle of the year, when we 
voted Miss Lillian Murdock our class ad- 
viser. We are very grateful to her for eas- 
ing us over the hardships of the first two 
years. Encouraged by the fact that we 
now had faculty reinforcement, we decided 
that it was time to elect class officers. 
When the smoke of the election battle had 
cleared away, we had chosen Leroy Mor- 
ris, president; Kitty Flynn, vice-presi- 
dent; John Seaver, secretary; and Robert 
Bray, treasurer. Exhausted by our first 
political efforts, we welcomed the coming 
vacation. 

Next fall we returned, bounding with 
energy to renew our tussle with education. 
We found that now, in our lofty positions 
as juniors, we were no longer inconsequen- 


tial. The baby sophomores asked for — 
and listened to—the valuable store of 
advice we had for them. 

Once again the campaign managers 
busied themselves with boasting of the 
exploits of their candidates. As officers 
that year we elected Gus Fornaciari, pres- 
ident; Robert Bray, vice-president; Alma 
Picconi, secretary; and Dennis Porter, 
treasurer. 

During the spring of 1945 school was 
dismissed on two momentous occasions. In 
April we were saddened by the death of 
our President, Franklin Delano Roosevelt, 
while in May Germany surrendered and 
victory in Europe was announced. 

Of course, the crowning event of the 
year was the Junior Prom. We worked 
hard to make this a memorable event for 
the departing seniors, many of whom were 
soon to leave for “boot camp” and train- 
ing centers to become members of the 
armed forces. The Prom was a successful 
“finis” to our junior year. 

The following summer will long be re- 
membered by us all—especially the 
excitement of the evening of August 14th, 
when pandemonium broke loose as we 
celebrated V-J Day! 

When we returned to school in Septem- 
ber, we found ourselves in the important 
position of being the first group of post- 
war seniors. Since Miss Murdock had 
moved to Brookline, Miss Stanton was 
chosen to assume the tremendous respon- 
sibility of class adviser. For the last time 
we held our class elections and installed 
Orrie Tucker, president; Robert Bell, vice- 
president; Kitty Flynn, secretary; and 
Peter Stucchi, treasurer. This year, in- 
stead of the general let-down after the 
election, we were busier than ever. Our 
first indication of the ever-approaching

Since I was an old classmate, Lu 
charged me only half price, and I went in 
to enjoy the picture. The name of it was 
‘“Love’s Labor Lost,” starring Nancy 
Buliung and Dennis Pendolart. A short 
subject, ‘“Geeko, the Human Ostrich,” fea- 
tured Francis (Mouse-Bait ) McPhee. The 
climax of the picture was Mick eating 
razor blades, steel wool, broken glass, and 
electric light bulbs. 


As I emerged from the theatre to the 


sidewalk, I saw Herb Heischober selling 
his product, ‘Perfectly Balanced Cue 
Balls — for Aces Only.” He had quite a 
lot of suckers—er—buyers, too. Forcing 
my way through the crowd of customers 
and autograph hounds, I managed to get 
close enough to Herb to say a few words 
to him. He told me that Dick Freeman 


was now a millionaire, living on the money 
he had made as Butter King. He had a 
huge house just over the Ashland border, 
a yacht, three cars, a Cadillac, a DeSoto 
—and Jean. Suddenly Police Chief “Coke” 
Bray and Sergeant Ned Wignot broke up 
Herb’s little business and told him to move 
on. 

I hastily got out of harm’s way of the 
riot that ensued. I heard the wail of a fire 
truck coming up Hollis Street. The truck 
was driven by Fire Chief Andy Montal- 
bano, and Nancy Colman was holding on 
to the ladders for dear life. I rushed to 
the scene of the blaze and discovered 
Nan’s job as a firewoman was stamping 
out grass fires. A crowd had collected, and 
where there was a crowd there was the 
Good Humor Man—Ted (Doc) Butler. He 
told me that he only carried the ice cream 
as a sideline to keep the beer cases in his 
truck cold. Just then, who should amble 
along but Bob (The Voice) Decter, who 
proudly informed me that he was making 
appearances every Saturday night as a 
vocalist with a famous Saxonville band. 

I walked on down to the “Hole,” which 
I found to be owned by the furniture 
king, Orrie Tucker. It was under the man- 
agement of Tuck’s stooge, Dick (Shark) 
Quinzani. Suddenly I heard a sweet femi- 
nine voice coming from the depths of the 
bowling pit, “Get back and set ’em up in 
your own alley, ya bums!” It belonged to 
‘“Mouse” Weston, who was addressing her 
remarks to Ann Spicer and _ Priscilla 
(Beady) Harney, No. 1 pin girls. The 
smoky atmosphere was overcoming me, so 
I crawled back to street level in time to 
see Sylvia Buttrey wheeling a double baby 
carriage, and being trailed by three more 
offspring of assorted sizes. She managed 
to silence her squalling pack long enough 
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to tell me that hubby “Chick” DiRienzo 
was earning a living waylaying the shine 
boys as they came home with their pockets 
full on Saturday nights. (Hmm!) Sud- 
denly I heard a gibbering cry, ‘Paper, 
five cents a paper!” It was “Big Den” 
Porter. Fishing for five pennies, I bought 
a paper from the little fellow, whereupon 
he sat down and wept for joy. I was greet- 
ed by the following headline, ‘““Two-Gun 
Payroll Bandits Still at Large. Richard 
Oleson and Harold Svendsen wanted for 
wounds inflicted upon bank guard, Al 
Poretta.” Turning to the sports page, I 
found that Bob Galanti was now the man- 
ager of the Boston Bruins. 

By this time I was getting hungry, so I 
dashed into a drab-looking building called 
“Priscilla Martin’s Hash House — Our 
Best Is None Too Good.” Short-order cook 
Gerald Levenson dished me up a delicious 
hamburger which was not quite dead yet. 
He told me that they got all their milk, 
butter, and cheese from John Kingsbury’s 
Contented Cows dairy farm. I left the 
hash house and staggered on. Against a 
fence, I saw a poster advertising women’s 
wrestling at the Boston Garden. Chal- 
lenger Sylvia Hoppin was facing the 
champ, Betty Meehan, in what promised 
to be a bloody match. Suddenly, I heard 
a hoarse whisper at my shoulder, ‘“‘Want a 
hot tip on the seventh at Narragansett?” 
It was bookie Douglas Scribner, with his 
buddy and partner-in-crime, Bil Haughey. 
I went into their barber shop, which they 
used for a front, laid down my two bucks, 
and we turned on the radio to hear the 
racing results. It was early yet, some other 
station was on, so we listened to a program 
called ‘“‘The Troubles of Ophelia Hocken- 
heimer,” starring Phyllis Goldrick, Ellen 
Donnelly, and Silvio Chiudioni, sponsored 
by the makers of Kay Madden’s vanishing 
cream. It was followed by a program 
called ‘Uncle Jimmy Reads the Funnies.” 
Uncle Jimmy, as you may have guessed, 
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was James Mason, that lovable old man 
who is every brat’s—er—child’s friend. 
When the racing results came on, I found 
that my horse had finished seventh in a 
seven-horse race, so I hastily left, making 
sure that I still had my wallet. As it turned 
out, I had just enough left to pay a visit 
to John Kelley’s “Here’s Mud in Your 
Eye” night club. Once inside, I found that 
Margaret Haggerty was making consider- 
able profit serving as a singing waitress 
and tip swiper from the other waitresses, 
Polly Mann, “Tinty”’ Piper and Marion 
Moody. (I always said that Mag had 
talent.) The feature act of the program 
was the dance of Faye (the Wiggle) Ryan. 
When my whistles grew too loud, I was 
thrown out by bouncer, Mary Costanza.

Hasten- 
ing down, I found that the commotion was 
caused by a soap-box speech being given 
by Betty Marble to appropriate sufficient 
funds for the complete defense of Saxon- 
ville against Indian attack.

My 
stomach was beginning to gnaw at my 
backbone again, so I stole a banana from 
John Lynch’s fruit stand and hurried on 
before he turned around. Hearing dis- 
cordant strains of music, I turned the cor- 
ner and found Marie Simonetta leading 
her Salvation Army band, consisting of 
Constance Bailey, Alba Bernadoni, and 
Grace Daniels. Stuffing my fingers into 
my ears, I hurried on, and saw a sign that 
said “Harold McKinstry’s Employment 
Bureau—Are you out of a job? That’s 
tough!! I’m not.” Standing in line were 
Richard Bligh, James Hanley, and Richard 
Strumsky. Carefully dividing up what was 
left of my banana, I gave each of the poor 
unfortunates a piece, and tossed the skin 
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to Arnold Mason, who was sitting on the 
curb. By this time I was very tired, so I 
dragged my aching dogs to the lobby of 
the near-by “Park Central Hotel,’ where 
I saw Charlotte Bourette lounging on the 
sofa with her head wreathed in the smoke 
emerging from an eight-inch cigarette 
holder held daintily between her fingers. 
But go ahead, Charlotte, tell them what 
you told me. 

It all started one day when I was sitting 
in my garret. A knock came at the door. 
Lo and behold, that nationally known fid- 
dle player, Gus Fornaciari, was standing 
there. He informed me he had two tickets 
to Joyce Brennan’s singing recital. Of 
course I consented to go, since I’m not 
one to pass up anything free. So off we 
went in a cloud of petrol. 

Arriving at the theatre, I was rudely 
jostled by Rita Franchi, who hurriedly 
apologized, explaining that she had to be 
in the lobby by six o’clock to open up her 
popcorn stand. After Rita had bustled off, 
we were immediately joined by Elaine 
Ciaschini and Eileen Hart, who had 
skipped work from dear old Dennison in 
order to attend this gala affair. In the 
crowd we recognized Rita (come-up-and- 
see-me-sometime) Arcudi and _ Violet 
(Bring-’em-back-alive) Dunham, dressed 
up fit to kill. They came over and asked 
us whether we had heard of Clifford 
Young’s good luck. He is now dancing in 
a New York night club.

While we were 
there wasting time, Virginia Dyer, now 
Mrs. Quentin Sewall, came over to say 
hello. 

Jeannette Powell flashed by on roller 
skates, yelling that she was just helping 
out the waitresses for the money part of it. 
At that moment Anna Chaves and Ann 
Snow barged into the shoppe, singing lusti- 
ly, ‘““You’ll Be Sorry,” but they were im- 
mediately asked to leave by the head 
bouncer, Libero Croatti, who was cringing 
behind a chair. Bertha Loomer came to his 
rescue at once, and shoved the offenders 
out into the cold, damp night. A medal for 
courage beyond the call of duty was then 
pinned on Bertha by /rene Moscaritolo, 
who was the cashier at the tea shoppe. We 
decided it was time to leave such a high- 
toned establishment, so we slipped out the 
nearest exit (without stopping to pay our 
bill). We heard Jean McGovern and Irene 
Morini running behind us, and once or 
twice we heard them yell, “Stop, thief!” 
but we knew they didn’t mean us, so we 
kept on running. 

We flung ourselves around the nearest 
dark corner, and were surprised to en- 
counter Bessie Palmer and Phil Norton 
trying in vain to start their vehicle. It was 
no use, as the chain had slipped completely 
off the bike. Since all we could give them 
was a few encouraging words, we hastened 
on. 

We met Eddie Guy, who proudly told 
us he was to be married to Betty-Jo Saw- 
yer as soon as she could catch him. While 
we were talking about Eddie’s future, 
Dorothy Rodak sauntered up and gave us 
the current prices on butter, and told us 
how the hens were laying. She also in- 
formed us she now owned a butter and egg 
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store of her own. After Dot had twisted 
our arms, we promised to switch our trade 
over to her. 

As we walked homeward, the cop on the 
corner hailed us. We recognized him as 
Dick “Footsy” Welch, but he informed us 
that his married name was Goslant. Just 
then Eunice, his wife, appeared, carrying 
his lunch. As we started to eat Dick’s 
onion sandwices, Leo Ametti, who was 
riveting the sidewalk, came over. So, of 
course, we had to share and share alike 
even if we did eat four sandwiches to 
Leo’s one. After we had disposed of the 
lunch, we noticed a little commotion on 
Newberry’s corner. Who was it but 
Barbara Dubé, trying to persuade the 
crowd to buy her pencils.
